LOANS TO REFUGEES 


‘The solution of the question 
of repayment of 
vanced in Macao to refugees 
from Hong Kong ranks no 
higher than the unfortunate 
manner in which, after a lapse 
of over four years, the re- 


-cipients were reminded of 


these debts. The imposition 
of a means test here and now 
is repugnant to all right-mind- 
ed persons. Nothing was 
more galling, during the great 
unemployment distress in 
Britain between the - wars, 
than this kind of inquisition. 
In every society there is a 
small—per- 
centage of people who have 
lost their self-respect. Some 
are just plain bums, the others 
are mean and miserly. The 
well-known human race has a 
lot to answer for, as the im- 
mense afflictions we bring 
upon ourselves bear witness, 
But at least it must be said 
that the overwhelming ma- 
jority of mankind works for 
its living and is miserable 
without work, ‘Few, if any, 
of the Hong Kong refugees 
who received the mere pitt- 
ance doled out in somewhat 
haphazard -fashion-at~Macao’ 
were undeserving cases, 
Practically all of them were 
reduced to living on the dole 
in this way out of direst ne- 
cessity. : . 


Their lives lacked, it is true, |.. 


the terrors. and rigours of the 
internment camps under the 
Japanese. The loans they 
received were in most cases 
very small indeed, but they 
were doubtless able to get 
more to eat than the: skelet- 
ons who came out of the 
camps when the war was 
over, But these at least were 
able to do much . for them- 
selves and for their com- 
panions {n durance vile. Not 
all the work was pleasant—far,| 
from it. But in a-sense they. 
returned full service for their 
miserable keep. Never was 
there any question of loss of 
self-respect except in. rare 
instances of social ~<mis- 
demeanour. The lot - of 
the refugee was, physically 
much better, and he .was at 
least at liberty, but to all with 
any degree of sensitiveness it 
was spiritually ‘more painful. . 

There has been enough, re-, 
crimination and to.spare, and 
more than enough bitterness

“Times” ' about. nationalisa- 
tion. Few men of this genera- 
tion can-speak' with so much 
authority on the relations be- 
tween government and the 
aconomic system. 


After a great carrer as a clvil 
servant he was for 10 years head 
of the Economle and Financial 
Sectlon of the old League of Na- 
tlons.. In the’two world wars he 
was the effective controller of Bri+ 
vtish) merchant shipping, and.in 
both played ao vital part in, saving 
England from. the submarine 
blockade. i 


Salter Is one of the Members of 
Parliament who are retiring be- 
causo of the abolition of the 
University Seats. (Ho was mem- 
ber for Oxford University). The 
loss, to Parliament of such men 
as Salter and of Slr John Ander~ 
son who sat for the | Scotch’ Uni- 
versities, shows the folly. of 
abolishing these  constituengics, 
which brought into Parllarhent 
men'of different background from 
the party politicians, . : 


Salter is an Independent, but 
he has critlelsed several’ aspects 
of Labour's nationalisation pro- 
gramme. In his present letter he 
says: 


“The Labour Party, it fs well 
to emphasse, are {now alone in 
the free world in proposing these 
polictes (of nationalisution). After 
recent experience and in the faca 
of present difiiculties. the freo 
world has been turning away 
from Soclalism—from the Antl- 
pode, to the Atlantic, in Aus~ 
‘tralia as in New Zealand, in Ger. 
many as in Belgium. A - 


“Scandinavia alone is an ex- 
ception. But on. the issue. of 
nationalisation even Scandinavia 
no exception....In Norway) 
the . Sociniist. Prime Minister 
stated immediately after’ .thes 
election that there would be no 
nationallsation in the present 
Parliament, that 1s for the next 
four years, | to ‘ 


Same position 


“In Sweden the position ty 
substantinlly .the same. Nation- 


{ alisatlon’ ts there kept within 


modest limits and has remained 
since the’ war, and remains, 
practically without fextension. It 
has become Socialist policy in 
Sweden, while creating a welfaro 
state, to leave private enterprisd 
to carn and provide the resources, 
required to support it, The 
Labour Government, | therefore, 
in now, further extending natlon- 
alisation ds alone even. among 
Socialist Governments." ~ 

Salter's. comments may carry 
even more welght when it is re- 
membered. how many vital pro- 
bles connected with nation- 
alisation have still{to be cleared 
up. While they arc stil! unsolved, 
it ts astonishing that Labour 
should go cheerfully forward with 
its plans for natiunalising iron, 
ands stecl, sugar, cement and 
insurance. . ‘ 

The first of these open pro+ 
Ulems is; Who pays for the losses 
in nationalised enterprise? Un~ 
happily, almost all experience up 
to the present is that natlonalisa- 
tion involves logs. (Electricity is 
the striking exception,. but It

Business’. is business—this 
dole- was not business. The 
social conscience of our trou- 
bled time would put it higher 
even than benevolence—as 
high..as simple duty.

Much of © the domestic 
politics .of Great Britain 
today can be ' understood 
only_in the light of the 
very great changes which 
have come ‘over the position 
and role of Great. Britain in 
the economic life of the world. 
In the same way, ‘Britain's 
foreign policy has to be under- 
stood in the‘ light of its 
changed geographical  cir- 
cumstances as the result of 
changes in methods of war- 
fare. : : 

Great Britain was the ploncer in 
the * industrial revolution. But, 
though {it became for.a time the 
industrlal power par excellence, 
what, gave it its prepondering 
economic position in the 19th cen- 
tury was its role os banker 
Anancler, and commercial centre. 
" Lendon was tho world capitat 
of capltallsm., The secret of the 
economic advance of so many 


countries in the 19th century was|- 


that capital was being invested 
in unprecedented ,amounts, and 
with more or less prudent pur- 
pose. -It was the banking housed 
and flnancial houses lof London, 
which organised this great under- 


taking. 

One foundation for. this effort 
was the absolute stability of the 
gold pound so that this became 
the real international currency, of 
the world. Another foundation 
was the confidence lred by the 
Bank of England, and later; as the

But if this argu- 
ment 4s accepted, the alm is pre- 
stuumably. then to- ensure -that - the’ 
public as a whole hs an effectiva 
control over -the enterprises, 


This hos. nay been brought 
about in the coal mines, the rail- 
ways, or the other natidnalised 
concerns. It is -very difficult for 
Farllament to investigate or as- 
Sert its authority over these cn- 
terprises, That has been one ,of 
the main discoveries of the House 
of Commons which hts just been 
dissolved. : ‘
